In its i-oporl, ami here lies the crux of llio piohlum, tlie Commit- 
tee pointed out that: "On paper, the constitution of the SAC shows 
the Director (of Athletics) to be a full lime member of the SAC. In 
file past two yi'iii'.i lie has been to about one meoting a year." It advo- 
cates tliat tliis condition be drastically altered and is currently discuss- 
ing the possibility of the department heads becoming members of the 
SAC 

The rei)orl continues, "that ihc (the Dli-ector of Athletics) should 
be primarily an efficient administrator in co-ordinating the general 
policy of the Univci-slty and Athletics* Board, the work of the Athletics 
Depiiili.icnt staff, and the opinions of Uie studenU . . . that the job 
of being public relations man should not interfejv witli this job of 
administration, so that his responsibility to those mentioned alwve 
should not be neglected." 

Fundamental Principle of the Itcport 

H continues that ". . . any policy of the Director concerning the 
stiultTjl5 in any Avay should originate In ihe SAC . . . that any such 
jwlicy meeting with disaiiprovul from the SAC has a right to appeal 
to the Athletics' Board." This is U>c fun;lamcntal principle of the 
report. If the Council Is at all .to be useful. The fji-st of these conditions 
must be met. 

Budget Coordination To Be Improved 

The K'port also advocates a chaui?e in Uie present system of budget 
coordination. ". . . At pi-esent thci-c arc actually two budgets. The first, 
wihich is a framework for other bu<igets an<i is prepaiwi by llie direc- 
tor ((of athletics), proceeds to the Athletics' Board and hence to the 
Board of Governors. The second is prepared by the Manager of the 
team cnn?ultatioii witii the Business Manager or Coach. It^ls.tsubmlt- 
■tod to the lAC, who pnssM it to the SAC, who pass it to the Athletics' 
Board who pass it to the Board of Govenwrs. They become one budget 
ftt the level of the Athletics Bonnl which has a finance Committee 
consisting of n Student, a memher of the Faculty, ct*. It was agreed 
that t.he two budp;ets should be co-oidlnatcd at the SAC level and 
should be presented ns one budget to the Athletics' Board . . ." 

This would enable the Council to shoulder more responsibility, 
giving it greater funotlonnl powers. 

"More Ucsponsiblllly More Enthusiasm" 

The report closes with, ". . . It docs show that we are deeply con- 
cerned over the present plight of Student participation In the Athletic 
programme at McGill. ospcclnlly r.-lth regards to the Stiulcnt relation- 
ship -«-ith the Director of Aithletics . . . Tlw more responsibility a 
Btudcnt has with regards to the administration of Athletics, the more 
ent.huslasm he will convey to the rest of the student body. This wou d 
result in better participation In the nclunl playing of the sports and In 
the student attitude towards siwrt^ in freneral."

To Clarify A Confusing Issue 



Dear Sir: 

When the executive of the Wo- 
men's Union formulated tho pres- 
ent plan for constitutional change 
with regards to the payment to 
the McGill Union, I gave niy en- 
thusiastic support. And since the 
issue Is confusing when one hears 
bits and snatches, I will try to givo 
tlie facts that convinced me that 
such a constitutional change , Is 
necessary. 

First let us get tho Issue dear 
in our minds. At one time women's 
nnd men's activities were separate, 
with men's activities centered in 
the MeGill Union. But, during the 
war, many women's organizations 
merged with men's societies under 
the SEC. As these clubs of the Stu- 
denU' Society met in the McGill 
Union building, by being members 
of these, women had legitimate 
cause for using the Union. The 
men decided that the women should 
pay for the depreciation on the 
buihling that they were using. 

In lU-10 the Women's Union paid 
the Union Çli.CiOO, and committed 
uU subsequent Unions to the pay- 
ment of $1.00 per Women's Union 
member each year, provided thot 
it be used for women's facilities in 
the union. This latter fee has 
amounted to $8,174 since lO J'J atul 
is 30 7i) of the total Women's Union 
budget. In that the Women's Union 
of one year commits following 
Unions to any yearly payment is 
not In Itself lc(,'itimate. 

Issue Confu-icd 

The Managing Board of the Mc- 
Gill Dully have expressed the reac- 
tion which I'm sure is one shared 
by a nuntber of McGill's students. 
However, their editorial opinion 
shows how the issue can be con- 
fused and I would like to discuss 
a number of points which the Daily 



have used as arguments. 
Women's Facilities 

First, that the McGill Union 
must use the Women's Union fee 
expressly for women's facilities In 
tho Union is spcciried in the Wo- 
men's Union constitution, a point 
which The Dally omitted in its 
editorial. Moreover, the $3,600 al- 
lotted to the Union In 1049 was 
more than enough to Install one 
powder room and the rest, along 
with tho $8,174 paid since 1949, 
cannot be accounted for. Certainty, 
It has not been used for women's 
facilities nnd is therefore unconsti- 
tutional us far as tho Women's 
Union is concerned. 

No Iteuson To I'ay 

Secondly, The Dally says, "if 
the men — ^withdrew monetary sup- 
port from the Union' because no 
exclusively male facilities were 
available, administration of the 
Union would be impossible." But 
here the issue is being confused. 
If the men students wish to use 
the Men's Union fee to run the 
McGill Union, that is fine, but wliy 
should the women have to support 
it too? The Womens' Union pro- 
vides common rooms and a cafe- 
teria in RVC and there is no rea- 
son why it should spend an added 
30 To of its budget to provide these 
in the Union. The committees and 
clulis for which women meet in 
the Union are Student Society or- 
ganizations and are not connected 
with the McGill Union by any man- 
ner or means. And why should the 
Women's Union have to iiujiport a 
building which is used for func- 
tions under Students' Society juris- 
diction? 

Deficit Anyway 
Thirdly, the Daily also says, "if 
the women's support is withdrawn 
the Union would operate at a deft-

Where does the Union 
make up its deficit now? Subsidiza- 
tion by the SEC, of coursc,'and dis- 
counting the Women's Union fee, 
the amount of subsidization would 
student (3,900 male students pnid 
be approximately $1.00 per male 
fees to the McGill Union in 1053- 
64). Why, if the Students' Society 
should be paying $1.00 per male' 
student to the Union, should it, 
(the SEC), not pay $1.00 per fe- 
male student when women use the 
building mainly for meetings and 
work in organizations under the 
Students' Society? 

Sexes Not To Be Split 
Fourthly, the Women's Union is 
not proposing this amendment "t^ 
split — the sexes" as The Dally 
suggests or to maintain thcni-f 
selves ns a separate body in RVC 
apart from the men. The point is 
that tho Women's Union spends 
30% of Its budget each year for 
the upkeep of n building which 
members of the Women's Union 
use as members of the Students' 
Society as a whole. The Women's 
Union is not withdrawing support 
from tlte New Union ns was ex- 
plained very completely by Bar- 
bara Hutchison in The Daily, Feb- 
ruary 22nd. The Women's Union 
wants to clear up this muddle 
which exists with tho McGilt 
Union. 

Due to lack of space, the expla- 
nation cannot he developed any 
further, nor is there space to out- 
line w hat the Women's Union 
plans to do with its full sum re- 
stored. For answers to this and 
any other questions, women stu- 
dents should contact any member 
of the Women's Union executive. 
It is imperative that everyone un- 
derstands exactly what the issue 
includes.

the almost obvious conclusion, that 
if two people expect to enter into

Du nut misunderstand mc. I 
am not preaching free love. 
What I am suggesting is that we 
institute n system of Compa- 
nionate Marriage, as propounded 
by Judge lien Lindsey in his 
book. THE COMPANIONATE 
MAKItlAGE. lie defines it as 
follows, "The Companionate 
Marriage is legal marriage with 
legalized liirth Control, and 
with the right to divorce by mu- 
tual consent for childless couples, 
usually without the payment of 
alimony." This is a chlldlesti 
marriage entered into with the 
expectation on the part of so- 
ciety and of the persons marry- 
ing that it will be permanent, 
and that it will change over to 
the procreative or family mar- 
riage when the couple feels that 
they arc ready for it. However, 
if the couple feels that they have 
made a mistake, and that they 
are not suited for each other, 
then divorce is easily obtained. 
Erotic Outlet 
Our present marriage code ne- 
cessitates divorce because mar- 
riages arc entered lightly, irres- 
ponsibly and blindly. ^larriage is 
the only erotic outlet that .society 
nIlow.<i. No marriage based primar- 
ily oil sex lias mucli chance of suc- 
cess. What generally takes place a 
few years after marriage is a gra- 
lual realization that sex is a small 
part of marriage; and that mutual 
likes and dislikes, similar tastes in 
activities anid in the choice of 
friends assumes more and more 
importance as the marriage pro- 
gresses. 

' Unfortunately, uur formal 
courtship does not give us a true 
insight into the character of the 
person that we arc courting. 
During the brief association of 
i-ach dati>, peuple tend to remain 
on their best bc-haviur, and to 
keep their more dislikable per- 
sonality traits hidden. To really 
get (o know a person, one has to 
live with him. It is only during 
the .stress of everyday living 
that tho true character of the 
individual tends to come to the 
surfocc. Since it is impossible to 
determine whether one can or 
cannot live in complete harmony 
with another person without a 
true undcrstending of that per- 
son's character, I suggest there- 
fore, that a system . of Compa- 
nionate Marriage as described 
above, be set up. 

Not Free Lore 
This is not an elaborate form 
of free love. In the Companionate 
Marriage, the couple would have 
been joined in a church service, and 
would be living under oil the con- 
ditions of Traditional Marriage. 
The main difference separating the 
Companionate Marriage from Tra- 



An American composers' asso- 
ciation recently wailed that too 
little American music is performed 
publicly. 

The association blamed conduc- 
tors, soloists and the public, but 
it would better have blamed its 
own members for not writing any- 
thing that could properly be callcfd 
music. 

Good and Rod 
In the IHth century composers 
wrote good music or bad music. 
Nowadays they do not write 
music at ail. Contemporary com- 
posers, American and otherwise, 
have lost sight of the definition 
of music as the art of orRanizing 
sound for the stimulation of the 
human mind. 

Nowadays music is not an art, 
but is the science of classifying 
sound. There is classifîcalion but 
no application. Why do we no lon- 
ger apply the science of sound to 
regenerate the art of music? 

I^t took hundreds of years for 
the scientific classification of 
sounds to evolve into the art of 
creating music. Investigation and 
notation of musical sounds started 
in the religious centers of learning 
as man emerged from the dark 
ages. The human voice was the 
principal object of research; de- 
velopment of musical instruments 
was a lengthy process. Palestrina, 
Schutz, Prescobaldi, Gabriclli, Mon- 
teverdi, were early investigators. 

They gave way to lJuxtchudc, 
Charpentier, I'urccll and Corelli. 
Then came the era of the great 
classifiers: Geminiani, liameau, 
Telcmann, Scarlatti, Couperin, 
and on up to the giants, Vivaldi, 
llandcl and iiach, the Krcatcsl 
of all musical scientists. 

Music was in its late gestation 
period and was about to be born. 

The musical mldwives Gluck and 
Haydn preparo<l to tear musical 
art away from its mother, musical 
science.

The musical belly filled with 
the outpouring of the incredible 
Mozart and ! yielded the labor 
pains of Beethoven; aa the 19th 
century opened, music burst 
forth on the world in a headlong 
rush carrying Weber and Schu- 
bert in the afterbirth. Such was 
the .impetus given tnusical art 
by Its first and greatest expo- 
nent, neethovcn. that one would 
have thought It could never die 

— but Kachmaninoff is dead; 
Strauss is dead; music's last em- 
iMsrs arc the aging Vaughn Wil- 
liams and Sibelius. 

The 19th century, in nil its no- 
tional schools, was truly the Golden 
Age of music. In the 20th century 
the structure of 100 years came 
crashing down. Or was it knocked 
down? Was it knocked down by 
jealous men who realized they 
could never equal tho "old" music 
they profesed to hate? (Certainly 
the spirit of revolt was in the early 
modems.) Or perhaps it just fell 
apart because we ran out of crea- 
tive musical geniuses who could 
sustain it. 

Modern Dress 

Now we are back to Bach, in 
modern dress. The composer__ now 
approaches music as a science. The 
noise he produces is not music any 
more than was that of the I7th 
century, but his ego docs not per- 
mit him to admit this. 

One man — Arluro Toscanini 

— knows that modem "music" 
is in reality nothing. lie has 
dedicated his life to preserving 
the past intact, tn the hope of 
keeping music alive until the 
next composer of genius shows 
himself. 

Will someone re-discover the old 
musical art, or will someone create 
a new art of tho current advonces 
in musical science?

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On Academic Freedom 

i "Who to the child can fit the nome securely? 

The few who aught thereof have known or learned

In our time, ocademic freedom and freedom of thought are threatened from three directions : 
from fascism, from communism and from ultra-conservative political and religious forces. These 
forces have been utilizing the fear and anxiety created by the impact of a Communist world agoinst 
our free countries in order to turn public sentiment against liberals and the exercise of free thought 
in the University and elsewhere. Recent incidents in the United States hove mode me feel that this 
is not a temporary trend of war hysteria, but a serious threat to the freedom of thought, which, 
if unchecked, my lead us straight bock to the Middle Ages, when dissensions from public opinion 
and from the accepted doctrine wereffiunisKallby burning'on thévstàke. v; • - 

Progress by Dissent 
k Why are academic freedom and 
freedom of thought so close to my 
heart? Since time immemorial, all 
human progress has been achieved 
by men who dared to dissent, who 
dared to disagree with what was 
accepted as the religious, the scien- 
tific, the moral and the political 
truth of their time, who dâred to 
hold or to teach beliefs which were 
considered heretical, harmful and 
subversive. Abraham, the father of 
the idea of monotheism was a dis- 
senter; Moses, an adopted Egyp- 
tian prince who led the slaves to 
liberty, was a dissenter; Socrates 
was n dissenter; Christ was a dis- 
senter; IIuss was a dissenter; 
Giordano Bruno was a dissenter; 
Galileo was a dissenter; and if we 
look farther into the pages of 
human history we find that most 
of these torchbearcrs of. human 
progress were crucified and burned 
by their contemporaries, only to bo 
resurrected and idolized by poster- 
ity. The poet Goethe expressed this 
sentiment most eloquently in Pnust. 
After a bloody struggle which 
lasted 1800 years, in which 
million were exterminated in the 



battle of idea 



nKiiinst idea and ^ 



heresy against heresy, the idea 
of tolerance was finally bom. 
Tolerance means that every idea, 
nu matter how contrary it is to 
our present belief, has the right 
to be' expressed, to be thought, 
to be propagated, l'hère is no 
MUch thing as a subversive idea. 
There may \tc subversive actions 
ogainst which Government and 
Society have to defend them- 
sclvcii but there are lio subver- 
sive ideas. This has l>cen most 
forcefully expressed by Voltaire, 
"I do not care what you say, I 
do not even l>elieve in what you 
say, but I will fight to the death 
for your right to say it." 

The University should be an or- 
ganization of men who are com- 
petent enough and obsessed enough 
to make the "quest for comprehcn- 
.sion" lead where it may, the sole 
nim of their lives. As professors 
of the truth they owe no allegiance 
either to their country or to their 
people, and where there is a con- 
flict between truth and the inter- 
ests of their country, truth must 
prevail. 

Lectures should be subject to no 
political, philosophical or religious 



test and nobody should be excluided 
because his views seem radical or 
destructive to existing beliefs. 

In order to assure complete 
independence from the pressure 
of society, of public opinion, and 
most, of all freedom from Gov- 
ernment influence, the Universi- 
ty could be made exlra-terri- 
toriul, like the Vatican City. 
This should be done to make 
sure that the Government could 
not send police to stop the facul- 
ty which teaches something con- 
trary to their beliefs or interests. 
A professor should be appointed 
by other university professors 
ond not by a lay-body of gov- 
ernors. Appointment should be 
for life; no professor should l>e 
removed from his chair for opi> 
nions contrary to existing poli- 
tical or religious beliefs, nor for 
any other reason. Latin should 
be reintroduced as the univer- 
.sal language for all universities. 
Students should study at univer* 
sillcs far from their country, 
so that they may be free from 
bias, from public opinion and the 
public pressure of their own 
tribe.

A notable concert was given at 
Symphony Hall the other night by 
a large sprinkling of the member- 
ship of the local Symphony. 

Some of the orchestra's play- 
ers were temporarily incapaci- 
tated due to a most unfortunate 
party held late the night before. 
The ranks of the violins, 'celli, 
violas, woodwinds and brass were 
particularly depleted, but enough 
players were left to insure a 
memorable concert. Wags in the 
audience who referred to Hcctho- 
ven's Fifth Symphony as "a fine 
octet" were not really the least 
bit funny.^ , 

The visiting conductor, in whoso 
honor the party was held, was for- 
tunately revived shortly before the 
concert by a good stiff drink of 
Worcestershire Sauce. 

Spectacular Impression 
lie created a spectacular impres- 
sion when he fell over the lead 
violinists, bow (which he was using 
to scratch his leg), and maintained 
an electrical effect on the audience 
Due to a slight attack of 
absent-mindedness, the conductor 



after picking himself up conti- 
nued to walk across the stage 
and out the stage door on the 
other side of Symphony Hall, but 
a squad of ushers soon retrieved 
him from a nearby snowbank. 

A follower of the demonstrative 
school of conductorshlp, he created 
a tremendous effect by stripping 
to the waist to conduct the vast 
trunspet^fanfares of Debussy's 
"Prelude a I'aprcs-midi d'un faune. 
He created a similar effect by 
crawling on the floor to conduct 
the tender pianissimos in the dying 
moments of Stravinsky's "Le Sacre 
du Printemps." 

Violent Gestures 

At frequent moments the con- 
ductor's violent gestures caused 
his baton to fly out of his hand and 
through the fabric of the kettle 
drum. Once it went through a win- 
dow and had to be retrieved from a 
snowbank by another squad of 
ushers. 

The resulting twenty-miniite

break did not add to the effect 
of Wagner's "Licbestod," but the 
overall quality of the concert 
was not materially affected. 

Schmid-Kilanov's "Sonata for 

Percussion" could not be performed 
in the original orchestration, due 
to the absence of the percussionist. 
A version for bass tuba and flue 
had to substituted at the last mo- 
ment, with the conductor ably rap 
ping the lectern with his baton to 
convey the otherwise absent effect 
of drumbeats. 

Intrigued 

We were particularl intrigued by 
a special version of modern aui- 
cnccs of Back's "Little .Organ 
Book" The replacement of the 
harpsicord by tenor trombones 
and organ by bass clarinets worked 
wonds with this archaic music, 
making it sound almost alive and 
refreshing. 

A closing word about the con- 
ductor's tempi — they were excel- 
lent. The tempi of the horns was 
particularly outstanding. 



You And Your Children 



The editor of this department 
was most amused to read Tuesday 
night that two McGill students, 
one a female aged 18 and the other 
a male aged 19, were to take part 
in a CBC Trans-Canada network 
discussion of the dating problems 
of teen-age children. 

He was struck immediately by

McGill has won eight con- 
secutive championships and they 
arc strong favorites, on the basis 
of their very respectable record, to 
keep this streak alive. 

An important factor pointing to 
a succssful defence by the Molloy 
men is Smith Chapman's return to 
the club after an absence due to 
a leg injury. "Smitty", the number- 
one singles man, and without a 
doubt one of the top Juniors in 
action in the Dominion, damaged a 
tendon in the Canadian champion- 
ships but he has since recovered 
completely. As a matter of fact, he 
bas just returned from computing 
in an invitation tourney nt Quebec 
City where, from all reports, he 
gave a very creditable account of 
himself. 

Al Molloy today released for 
publication the official team which 
will travel to Western for the Col- 
legiate tournament. In addition to 
Chapman, it wil consist of Tony 
Lafleur, Wike Brddcur, Peter Slo- 
ier and John Ensink in that order 
of singles ranking.

The next visit was to the stock 
exchange, where the last few min 
ntes of the day's octivily was ob- 
served. The volume, and vigour of 
the transactions chnrgcjd the whole 
group with terrific excitement, and 
afterwards they all rushed onto the 
floor to question everyone. 

Lastly the group inspected the 
Royal Bank's vaults and inspected

They are so well balan- 
ced that they can be moved easily 
by one man. These doors are very 
carefully adjusted with a timing 
mechanism, and it was in this con 
nection that the only accident oc- 
cured.
